This, although not a large, is a remarkable Collection o- 
prints. The owner, a man of most aesthetic taste, selected only 
such Prints as appealed to him on account of their artistic merit 
and beauty of subject, and being a thorough American he- 
acquired, in making the collection, a number of very fine and 
rare portraits of American notables, including Washington, Put- 
nam, Hancock, Franklin and John Paul Jones. 

In cataloguing I have been impressed with the extraordinary 
quality and condition of each and every print ; The owner in gath- 
ering them has exercised the most discriminating taste and judg- 
ment as to the artist, the subject and the condition, nothing of a 
mediocre quality appealed to him, he must have the best or 
nothing, and he surely has collected prints that will appeal to the 
collector of the very best in the art of engraving when at its 
height in the seventeenth, eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. 

Many of the prints he had handsomely and appropriately 
framed, to adorn the walls of his library and drawing room, and 
the others he carefully protected in portfolios. They are, how- 
ever, all so much above the general standard, that I have caused 
all the loose prints to be put in stock frames for protection during 
the exhibition, to prevent damage by necessary handling. The 
frames, of course, will not be sold with the prints, except those 
which are described in the catalogue as framed. Should any of 
my customers wish to retain the stock frames, I will be pleased 
to let them have them at just what they cost me. 

To impress upon my patrons the importance of the collec- 
tion, I have caused to be made half tones of quite a number of 
the subjects. It was difficult to make a selection, as there are so- 
many worthy of reproduction. Still those I have reproduced 
will convey a fair idea of the character of the prints to be sold.
